LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  April  29  states  as  follows: 

"Although  the  cotton  future  market  has  continued  to  climb  and 
has  made  a  gain  of  more  than  a  full  cent  a  pound  during  the  past 
week,  there  has  been  little  change  in  the  basis  quoted  for  cotton 
having  fiber  longer  than  "contract  cotton. In  fact,  in  certain 
quarters  of  the  market  a  somewhat  easier  tendency  has  been  noticeable 
in  the  basis  with  each  fresh  advance  of  the  fixture  market,  but  the 
demand  has  been  so  light  that  it  has  been  hard  to  determine  just 
what  the  real  market  level  is.      Apparently  there  is  a  substantial 
quantity  of  cotton  in  the  South  of  desirable  staple  length,  sometimes 
ranging  up  to  inch  and  three- sixteenth ,  which  can  be  had  between 
22  cents  and  23  cents  first  cost  and  the  higher  future  market  has 
tended  to  make  this  available  at  a  mdv.   attractive  basis.  Shippers, 
on  the  ether  hand,  realize  that  in  th.j  present  state  of  the 
eastern  markets  it  would  be  very  destructive  to  force  sales  via  the 
price  cutting  method  and  would  hot  accomplish  anything  but  to  break 
down  values.      There  is  very  little  cotton  being  pushed  for  sale, 
but  firm  bids  encounter  very  eager  response.

"Strong  demand  for  Pima  cotton  is  reported  from  certain  quarters, 

with  little  or  no  odd  crop  cotton  to  be  had.      Some  aro  said  to  be 
willing  to  pay  more  than  46  cents  for  either  twos  or  threes  of  good 
staple  but  have  not  found  it.      New  crop  number  twos  oan  be  had 
around  44  cents  to  45  cents  but  no  trading  is  reported  as  yet.

The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  May  6  states  as  follows: 

"There  was  more  buying  interest  evident  in  New  England  cotton 
consuming  centers  this  week,  with  the  exception  of  New  Bedford . 
Business  was  not  brisk,   but  there  was  a  mere  normal  inquiry  for 
prices  and  odd-lot  trading  went  on  rather  actively  in  some  quarters 
+hough  the  business  was  still  of  a  hand-to-mouth  character  and 
total  sales  were  nothing  to  brag  about.      The  change  was  notable 
ohiefly  in  that  demand  was  so  much  better  than  it  has  been  for 

several  weeks . 

*  *  * 

"Estimates  of  a  larger  staple  cotton  carryover  than  usual  are 
based  on  the  present  rather  ample  stocks  on  hand,  and  the  very 
small  rate  of  present  consumption  by  domestic  mills.      The  New 
Bedford  strike,  being  still  unsettled-,  takes  a  large  portion  of 
the  potential  New  England  consuming  power  out  of  the  market  entirely 
and  the  curtailment  that  is  now  characteristic  of  other  New  England 
consumers  of  extra  staple  cottons  has  greatly  cut  down  the  amount 
of  cotton  used  this  season  as  compared  with  last.      And  what  is 
still  more  Important,  there  is  no  immediate  prospect  of  any  change 
from  this  condition. 

"Southern  consumers  of  staple  cottons  are  using  raw  material  at 
somewhere  near  a  normal  rate,  but  the  takingsof  foreign  consumers, 
this  season  have  been  unusually  small,  and  are  not  expected  to 
increase  very  rapidly  before  early  fall.

Statement  relative  to  long  staple  cotton  market  continued: 

"Egyptians  are  still  high,  though  uppers  have  dropped  off 
slightly  from  the  levels  prevailing  a  week  ago.      Medium  grade 
Egyptian  uppers  are  now  available  to  31  cents  in  quantity  or  can 
be  had  in  small  lots  about  half  a  cent  lower,  around  30-l/2  cents. 
Medium  grade  Sakel  is  quoted  around  43  cents  to  44  cents  with  a 
few  small  lots  available  under  43  cents.      Eigh  grades,  however, 
are  priced  between  45  cents  and  47  cents  but  there  is  very  little 
trading.      Sudan  Sakel  is  held  around  47  cents  to  48  cents  but 
some  claim  the  character  of  the  crop  this  year  is  inferior  and 
there  has  been  but  little  trading,  even  in  small  lots. 

''Demand  for  Pima  has  been  reported  in  several  quarters  of  the 
market,  and  number  twos  or  better  in  a  small  way  have  been  sold 
as  high  as  52  cents,  though  fairly  good  ubaracterod  octtcn,  grading 
perhaps  number  three,  has  been  offered  as  low  as  fiC'a.  Comparatively 
little  Pima  out  of  the  old  or  ov  i  a  still  a  pliable,  and  what  there 
is  has  been  rapidly    disappearing,      'Nlew  crop  Pima  quotations  have 
been  asked  for  in  some  quarters,   out  are  still  rather  hazy,  around 
43  cents  for  number  twos.

LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 


The  New  Bedford  Standard  cf  May  13  states  as  follows: 

"Improved  buying  interest  in  extra  staple  cotton  and  also  in 
some  of  the  selected  shorter  types  appeared  during  the  past  week 
in  certain  quarters  of  the  New  England  market,  and  some  trading 
was  done,  but  the  market  as  a  whole  continues  to  show  the  weakening 
effect  of  the  continued  idleness  of  the  New  Bedford  fine  goods 
mills  that  have  been  tied  up  for  more  than  four  weeks  by  a  strike 
involving  the  wage  question.      One  of  the  significant  developments 
of  the  past  week  in  this  connection  was  the  action  of  several  mills 
In  selling  a  part  of  the  cotton  they  have  on  hand.      This  selling 
of  mill  cotton  ran  into  some  values,   too,  and  in  New  Bedford  it 
was  taken  as  an  indication  of  the  attitude  of  the  manufacturers 
relative  to  re-opening  their  mills.  *** 

*  +  * 

"Providence  and  Fall  River  markets  reported  some  demand  for 
extra  staple  cottons  both  in  the  medium  lengths  and  also  in  the 
very  long  types.       In  both  centers  it  was  reported  that  a  number 
of  mills  not  previously  accustomed  to  using  extra  long  staple 
cotton  have  been  buying  inch  and  a  quarter  this  week,  and  it  is 
believed  that  they  are  attempting  to  fill  some  of  the  fine  goods 
orders  that  would  ordinarily  go  to  Now  Bedford  mills.  *** 

"On  the  shorter  leng'frlAs  of  extra  staple  cotton,  the  weakness 
of  the  market  is  attributed  by  some  to  the  availability  of 
California  cotton,  and  cotton  grown  In  the  irrigated  sections 
of  west  Texas,  Arizona  and  Oklahoma.      This  cotton  is  .said  to  be 
weaker  and  loss  uniform  than  the  Delta  staples,  and  oven  though 
it  may  equal  the  government  typo  in  length  of  fiber,  it  is  said

Statement  relative  to  long  staplo  cotton  market  continued: 

to  "bo  of  much  low3r  spinning  valuo,  and  some  mills  rofuso  to  pass 
it  if  they  know  its  origin.      On  the  cthor  hand,  it  is  possible 
to  so  thoroughly  humidify  this  cctton  that  it  is  not  easy  for  classors 
to  distinguish  it  from  Delta  cctton,  and  so  it  has  helped  to  kfjop 
down  tho  market  price  of  all  tho  staplo  offerings  of  medium  length. 

"Inquiry  for  Pima  cotton  continues  in  some  quarters,  but  tho 
pressure  is  confined  to  old  crop  cotton.      It  is  possible  in  some 
quarters  to  get  up  to  52  cents  for  numb or  twos  for  reasonably  quick 
delivery,  and  it  is  understood  that  some  cotton  has  boon  bought 
around  that  figure.      However,  the  shippers  cf  Pima  are  no  longer 
offering  old  crop  at  any  price,   though  new  crop  for  November 
shipment  has  been  available  around  46  to  48  cents. 

"Egyptians  are  still  very  high  and  very  little  trading  has  taken 
»  place  oxcopt  in  a  local  way.      Lledium  grade  Sakel  is  quoted  around 

45  cents  and  medium  grade  Uppers  are  que  ted  around  S3  conts  to 
34  conts  but  no  trading  is  being  done  at  those  levels,  though 
occasional  sales  of  high  grade  Sake!  are  y,  jpcrtod  around  47  cents 
to  48  conts.

"There  was  less  activity  in  the  extra  staple  cotton  markets  of 
New  England  during  the  past  week  than  was  noted  for  the  two  weeks 
previous,  and  the  Now  Bedford  market,  of  course,  continued  absolutely 
flat  owing  to  the  strike  tie-up.  *** 

"Prices  have  changed  only  insofar  as  the  decline  in  the  future 
market  level.      Basis  has  remained  the  same,  and  is  subject  to 

shading  in  certain  quarters  when  a  firm  bid  is  submitted.  ***

"Egyptian  cotton  prices  are  slightly  lower  than  they  were  a  week 
or  two  ago,  but  are  not  yet  anywhere  near  a  normal  parity  with 
American  Peelers.      Medium  grade  Sakol  is  quotod  between  41  cents 
and  42  cents  while  high  grades  can  be  had  around  43  cents  to  44  cents. 
Medium  grade  Egyptian  Uppers  range  now  between  31  cents  and  32  cents, 
but  there  has  boon  little  or  no  buying  oithor  of  Uppers  or  of  Sakol 
this  week.      The  highest  grade  Sudan  Sakol  has  boon  bought  within 
tho  past  few  days  around  50  cents  and  No.  2  Pima  can  bo  had  in  a 
limited  way  around  the  same  figure.      Number  three  Pima  is  said  to 
bo  available  around  48  cents  and  modium  grado  Sudan  Sakol  is  quoted 
around  48  conts.

THE  CROP  IN  EGYPT. 


"Cotton"  (Manchester)  of  May  12  contains  the  following: 

"The  .Alexandria  General  Produce  Association  in  its  monthly  crop 
report,  by  cable  dated  May  4th,  states :- 

'LO'TEH  EGYPT.  -  Sowings  commenced  usual  time  but  wore  delayed  by  bad 
weather  which  occurred  at  beginning  of  season;  now,  however,  have  been 
completed.      As  regards  area  under  cotton,  there  is  no  appreciable  change 
from  1927  owing  to  fact  that  law  of  1927  prohibiting  cultivators  sowing 
more  than  third  their  lands  under  cotton  is  still  in  force.  Sakellaridis 
though  still  largest  crop  slightly  decreased  in  proportion  to  total  this 
year.      An  increase  shown  in  sowings  of  Pilion  and  more  especially  Uahda. 
Germination  as  a  whole  has  been  good.      Areas  varying  from  5  to  25  per 
cent,  of  tho  whole  had  to  be  resown,  young  plants  are  healthy.  Last 
few  days  favourable  weather  largely  compensated  for  tardiness  of  earlier 
weeks,  in  fact,  in  some  districts  plants  are  as  fully  developed  as  this 
time  last  year.      Water  distribution  has  been  uneven,  seme  districts 
had  sufficient,  while  certain  others  have  been  parsimoniously  rationed, 
and  in  fields  lying  at  ends  of  canals  it  has  been  insufficient.  ***
